He charges in divorce action filed 
yesterday in superior court that Mrs. 
Herrin, a woman of half his age, ae- 
cused him of relations, not only with 
servants in the Herrin county mansion, 
but also with numbers of respectable 
women in the community. 

The divorce petition was filed Monday 
afternoon by Hugh Howell, of the firm 
of Brewster, Howell & Heyman. It 
sets forth the fact that Mr. Herrin, 
who, in addition to being one of Ala- 
bama’s richest stock dealers, is 
prominent Alabama family, married at 
the age of 50 a woman of 25 years in 
1911. 

He established her in a palatial coun- 
try home, according to the petition, but 
shortly following the wedding, he says, 
Mra. Herrin began to manifest jealous 
symptoms, 
accused him of improper relations with 
the female servants in the Herrin man- 
sion. 

“Not content with this,“ the petition | t 
avers, the defendant conjured up im- 
aginary women with which to accuse 
plaintiff, and she also charged him with 
improper conduct with respectable 
women of the community.” 

Mr. Herrin sets forth that he sought 
to win his wife’s love by lavishing jew- 
elry and luxuries upon her. He says 
he furnished the home in all splendor 
and comforts, but.that her jealous out- 
breaks persisted. Her attitude gradually 
preyed, upon his health, he relates. 

Eventually the husband was com- 
pelled to seek refuge in a sanatorium, 
where ne remained several weeks, Mrs. 
Herrin came to the hospital, however, 
and, it is charged, accused him of in- 
timacy with the nurses, and of using 


the sanatorium experiment as a sub- 
terfuge to indulge his fondness for 


women. . 

“Whereupon,” reads the petition in 
part, “the efendant. wife then took up 
the idea that she’ must also have a 
nurse to bathe and dress and undress 
her, and, it is the information of the 
plaintiff that she and the nurse she 
procured did. not conduct themselves 
with propriety.

| Washington, June 11.—Either a spy 
or traitor has been divulging confiden-

When the committee today resumed 
investigation of the Mongolia shell in- 
‘cident, Senator Frelinghuysen produced 
some letters which Secretary Daniels 
said contained information which only 
could have been obtained from the con- 
| idential file of the ordnance bureau. 
He asked to have them turned over 
to the secret service. Senator Fre- 
linghuysen said he had no desire to 
shield anyone, that he had attempted to 
find out something about the author 
and could not. 

Sécretary Daniels said it was abso- 
lutely necessary to run down traitors 
or spies in the navy department, and 
that the person who furnished the in- 
formation was one or the other. He 
urged the committee to uncover the 
author of the letters and make him dis- 
close everything. Secretary Daniels 


contended that charges of incompeten- 


cy were made in the letters against in- 
spectors, and contained grave reflec- 
tions upon the basic defenses of the 
country. One of the letters was post- 


marked Detroit, Mich.

101 REPRESENTATIVES 
IN RSH CONVENTION 


London, June 11.—The convention ‘to 
be convoked by the government in an 
attempt to solve the Irish problem will 
be composed of 101 members represent- 
ing every walk of life in Ireland, and 
will be presided over by a chairman of 
its own selection, or failing that, by a 
man chosen by the government. The 
convention will be purely an Irish as- 
semblage. The county, borough and ur- 
ban district councils will select their 
own representatives. The churches will 
be represented by their bishops—in the 


case of Presbyterians by their mod- 
erator, while the chambers of commerce 
of Dublin, Belfast and Cork will name 
their own delegates, as will each polit- 
ical party. 

In announcing the composition of the 
convention this afternoon in the house 
of commons, Premier Lloyd-Georgé said 
the govefnment had thought to make it 
representative of ot doe? day life of Ire- 
land, this plan including an invitation 
to the county councils and to each of 
the borough councils to send its chair- 


man. * 

The fifteen members to de nominated 
by the government, said the premier, 
would be ‘taken from among leading 
Irishmen of all sections. The vern- 
ment, he added, would prefer that the 
convention nominate its own chairman, 
but the government was prepared to 
nominate one if necessary. 

The Irish Unionists alliance mention-

“THE FOOD CONTI ROL PLAN. 


Little objection on the part of the public 
to the administration’s food control plan 
need be feared if it works out like Commis- 
sioner, Herbert Hoover predicts it will, i. e., 
for “the protection of the consumer, and at 
the same time protection and inducement 
to the farmer, and the elimination of spec- 
ulation.” | 

If the authority asked by the administra- 


tion will result as thus pictured, the best 


thing congress could do would be to confer 
it by the necessary legislation and let the 
American householder begin the enjoyment 
of it—and the sooner the better. 

And Mr. Hoover's prediction as to the 
food-control bill’s effect is given weight by 
a subsequent statement by Secretary of 
Agriculture Houston, who says that the bill 


“aims to facilitate and clear the channels 


of distribution, prevent hoarding, assure fair 
prices, restrain injurious speculation, pro- 
hibit evil practices on exchanges; protect 
the public against corners and extortions, 
and reduce waste.” 

Certainly, then, if the legislation were to 
meet its aims, even in any considerable part, 
it is hard to- conjure a well-founded objec- 
tion to it. At any rate, the plan seenis 
worthy a trial. 

The plan, as explained vy Mr. Hoover 
and Secretary Houston, has patriotism as 
its basis, and upon the degree of patriotism 
manifested by all interests concerned de- 
pends largely its success. It includes dras- 


tie emergency powers for price-fixing and 


food requisition—which, by the way, consti- 
tute the chief barrier which is holding the 
bill back-—but these powers, the country is 
assured, would not be utilized “except as a 
last resort;” and possibly it is necessary to 
thus afm the administration for emergency 
cases in order to make the general plan 
adequate. 

According to the plan, as Mr. Hoover 
presents it, from the farm to the kitchen 
the regulation of prices and supply would 
be administered through voluntary” agree- 
ment; and, the- autocratic : ‘powers asked for 
are wanted only for application to the 
“slackérs”-and “skunks,” as Hoover charac- 
terises those who might refuse to enter into 
the proposed agreement, fn order to bring 
them to time. 

While, as the commissioner says, 
would no doubt be objectors, the number in 
all probability would be inconsequential as 
compared with those who would welcome 
the plan, willingly subordinate thought of 
undue profit to national weal, and heartily 
and patriotically enter into it and ‘co-operate 
with the government in its success. , 

Hoover predicts that 75 per cent of the 
people concerned will respond on patriotic 
grounds, leaving 25 per cent to be brought 
into-line through the power of requisition. 

Even that liberal proportion is not a 
creditable reflection upon American food 
purveyors; and in all probability were the 
proposal put into actual operation, it would 
de found that Mr. Hoover has really taken 
an ultra-pessimistic view of the American 
business temperament. and motives. 

The bill is purely and essentially a war 
measure, and intended for — only dur- 
ing the war.

announced in The Constitution recently. 

Engineers. who worked on the survey and 
plans for the Silver Lake cantonment had 
recommended to Colonel Littel, head of the 
government engineers, that a separate pump- 
ing station and water supply system be in- 
stalled for the Silver Lake cantonment, the 
water to be drawn from Big Peachtree creek. 
The board of engineers of the council of 
defense, however, declined this feature and 
Insisted that the water supply be drawn 
from the city’s supply. The rest of the plans 
for the Silver Lake cantonment were ac- 
cepted, and whether. or not Atlanta. finally 
got-the divisional camp, then, hinged solely 
upon Atlanta’s making the guarantees which 
Mr. Allen and Mr. Hazelhurst will carry to 
Washington Tuesday. The location and con- 
struction of the camp here is now consid- 
ered definitely settled. 

When Mr. Hazelhurst and Gabriel Solo- 
mon, engineers for the site, reported that 
the board of engineers required this guar- 
antee from the city as to water supply, offi- 
cials and directors of the Atlanta Chamber 
of Commerce and of the public safety com- 
mittee met in conference with Mayor Can- 
dler. The city’s financial condition did not 


permit of the city’s making the guarantee 


of an expenditure which would cover the 
expense of so extensive a piece of work, 
and the conference committee Sunday decid- 
ed that the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce 
should step into the breach and guarantee 
to the government that the requirements as 
to water would be forthcoming. 


Give Official Indorsement. 

Following this understanding, the direc- 
tors of the chamber of commerce met Mon- 
day at noon and gave the plan their official 
indorsement, and a resolution was adopted 
authorizing Mr. Allen and Mr. Hazelhurst to 
inform the Washington authorities that At- 
lanta..stoud ready to, furnish the water to 
the camp. 

A committee composed of Ivan E. Allen, 
president of the chamber of commerce; Mell 
R. Wilkinson, chairman of the public safety 
committee; E. P. McBurney and Mayor Asa 
G. Candler has been named to work out

No estimate has been made public as to 
the cost of the undertaking. 

It is a rather striking fact, however, and 
something of a compliment to the judgment 
and foresight of Superintendent Zode Smith, 
of the city waterworks, and of the water 
board, that the recommendations of the fed- 
eral board of engineers for the increase in 
Atlanta’s pumping facilities is just what 
Mr. Smith and the board have heretofore 
recommended for the city, but which has 
never been approved. Those familiar with 
the manner in which the plans and requi- 
sites for the Silver Lake cantonment have 
béen worked out were surprised at the de- 
tailed familiarity of the federal board with 
the facilities or lack of facilities which At- 
lanta had to offer.

Washington, June 11.— (Special.) — The 
army cantonment at Silver’ Lake, near At- 
lanta, will be constructed by Arthur age 
of Atlanta, and will be built according to 
the plans designed by James Nesbit Hazel- 
hurst, an Atlanta engineer, as originally. an- 
nounced in The Constitution. 

The cantonment at Columbia, 8. C., for 
which Paul Norcross, of Atlanta, drew the 
Plans, will be built by B. H. Hardaway, of 
Columbus, Ga. Mr. Hardaway was a bidder 
on the Atlanta camp and was strongly back- 
ed: by Representative W. C. Adamson, but 
he 
stead. He has had large experience in con- 
struction work, particularly in handling 
bridge contracts and other steel and con- 
crete structures, and was a formidable rival 
of Mr. Tufts and his associates. 

Representative Howard, who has worked 
unremittingly to land this contract for At- 
lanta, was elated today over the final action 
of the war department. He urges co-opera- 
tion of all citizens of Atlanta to make the 
undertaking a success; that the labor men 
Sive of their time and abilities to complete 
the contract on time, and that when the camp 
is established that every moral influence be 
thrown about the boys in training to fit 
them for the ordeal of battle. 

It is estimated that the contract will call 
for an expenditure of about $3,500,000. Gov- 


ernment accountants will keep the books 


and pay for labor and material. The profit 
of the contractor will probably be figured 
on an 8 per cent basis, which will mean 
close to $300,000 profit for the job. 

' Ne Forfeit for Failure. _ 

There will be wo forfeit for failure to 
complete the job by September 1, but every 
effort will be made to accomplish that re- 
sult. Bond must be given to insure the use 
of proper labor and material. The ground 
on which the camp is to be located has been 
leased at an annual refital of $15 an acre. 

“Nothing that has happened since I have 
been in congress has filled me with more 
pride than the splendid recognitien that the 
war department has accorded my district,“ 
said Representative Howard. 

“At a time when the city of Atlanta has 
been visited by the greatest catastrophe it 
has known in half a century, the expendi- 
ture of this immense sum of money will be 
a real blessing to our people. The award 
of this contract to local contractors is a 
distinct compliment to the competence and 
integrity of the men who will do the work. 
So far it is the only contract for a canton- 
ment in the United States awarded locally. 
This should be gratifying to all Atiantans. 
It shoyld not be forgotten that these con- 
tractors have a Herculean task before them. 

To complete the construction of this can- 
tonment in time to shelter our boys from 
the winter’s rain and cold will call for un- 
selfish co-operation from all. I appeal to 
my frien among t skilled laborers and 
wageée-earners to give their splendid talents 
and unflagging energies in an effort to vin- 
dicate the judgment of the war départment 
in placing this contract locally. 


“Good wages will be paid. Working con-. 


ditions will be made as good as circum- 
stances will permit. I would be proud to 
see every nail driven by men in my district 
and every dollar paid for labor go to our 
own people. 

“Last, but not least, I pray that the au- 
thorities in both Fulton and DeKalb coun- 
ties will exert their utmost efforts to keep 
all immoral influences from the boys in this 
camp. Let the mothers and fathers of the 
boys who will receive ir training in this 
camp know that every maral influence will 
be thrown around them and help to make 
them ready to respond to the call of Uncle 


Sam.”

organization has achieved for the past 
twelve months, and what each plans 
for the year to come.

The movements which the federation 
as a whole proposes to foster were em- 
bodied in resolutions which purposed, 
firat, that the federation pledge itself

That while urging. rational 
economy and conservation, by avoiding 
waste and inereasing production, the 
club women guard against frenzied 
economy and work toward the normal 
in business and continued employment 
to as many men and women as possible.

Fourth. That the general practice of 
depleting the woods of Georgia of their 
dogwood blossoms, azalia, laurel and 
other ornamental shrubbery be discour- 
aged by the club women, and that the 
federation memorialize the general as- 
sembly of G orgia to pass such laws as 
would prevent such spoliation.

Seeial Experts Speak. 

The reports were interrupted in the 
morning to hear a brief address by 
Judge Nash R. Broyles, of the state 
court of appeals, who, at the request of 
the federation, came to tell them how 
they may best aid in the moral cleans- 
ing of the city, with a special view to 
the great military population now as- 
sembling here, and to prevent the con- 
ditions which, unless drastic measures 
are taken, always follow upon the 
gathering of an army. 

Judge Broyles expressed the belief 
that Atlanta can be kept free of such 
conditions, since the government, 
through the secretary of war, has 
stated its determination to use the 
most drastic means to protect the ar- 
mies and the cities in which they are 
mobilized, and the city itself is plan- 
ning @ broad camp of prevention, 
and of that, varied diversion which 
should reduce vice to a minimum. 

Judge Broyles urged that the women 
bring to bear the whole weight of their 


the city and county police commission- 
ers to wage relentiess warfare against 
the encroachments of vice; and he de- 
clared that from experience and ob- 
servation, he knew the great value of 
this weight of women’s influence. 

He was followed by Mr. Wessels, the 
adult «probation officer for Fulton 
county, whose advicé was similar. and 
Miss Embry, head ofthe Girls’ Training 
and Industrial school, gave further em- 
phasis to the necessity of the interest 
and co-operation of women in this 
phase of the war situation as it now 
immediately concerns Atlanta. 

Mrs, Samuel Lumpkin, president of 
the Atlanta Woman's Missionary asso- 
ciation, read a group of resolutions of- 
fered by this association, which pro- 
vided that the federated club women 
memorialize the mayor and the city 
and county police commissioners that 
vigorous steps be taken to stem the 
tide of vice, which would be inevitable, 
unless taken in time, and these reso- 
lutions were passed by the meeting. 

Mrs. Howard McCall, state regent 
of the Daughters of the American Rev- 
olution, stated that she was empowered 
re § the three Atlanta chapters and_the 
67 chapters of Georgia of the D. A. R. to 
investigate what they can do in social 
welfare work for the officers’ reserve, 
the draft camps and all the soldiers, 
and to pledge the co-operation of all 
these chapters with the federation of 
women’s clubs in this direction.

The speaker of the afternoon session 
was Mrs. P. W. Godfrey, of Covington, 
who is called the “Mother of the Com- 
munity Liberty Bond,” and her address 
was heard with enthusiasm. 

She explained that the community 
bond is a liberty bond which is pur- 
chased by a school, a church, a city or 
ony group of individuals who con- 
tribute to its purchase any sum from 
10 cents to ten dollars, according to 
their means. Individually they do not 
receive the interest, but. it is devoted 
to some cause the community agrees 
upon. In the ease of Covington, her 
home city, the interest will go to the 
Red Cross, and many such community 
bonds could provide, she suggested, an 
endowment for next year’s Red Cross 
work, 

In some cases community bonds are 
bought by the studente or alumni of col- 
leges, the interest to go towards the 
college endowment fund, etc. 

Each federated elub, she showed, 
could secure a community Liberty Bond 
through small expenditure on the part 
of the individual members, and the in- 
terest could swell any fund in which 
ine club is most interested, or the Red 


ross. 

Her schemé, which has been indorsed 
by President Wilson, Senator Kearns 
and other authority, was applauded, and
